This act of God eptiehnele displays 
the tragedy of un unfinished - task. 
Moses was loyal to God and faithful- 
ly served him through a. long tife. 
Though his “eye was not dimmed nor 
hig- natural force abated,” he was 
obliged to leave his work unfinished. 
This is trne of al) of us. However, 
the tragedy is only apparent. Life is 
a probation. The question is ‘not of 
finished tasks, but fidelity in rervice 
and growth in divine grace.

Sinee that time the event has 
been, observed annually in Hlinois 


and the idea of Americun Indian day tas spread | 
to other states. Although it: has not yet become | 


established either us a-holiday or a day for gen- 
eral observance thraughout the country, it is 


suflicienUly well Known to remind Amertieans. of * 


the’ present day of honor due, to the “original 
Americans’ and. on Americun Indian day, there 
may pass before us a pageant of those indi- 
viduals Who played @ partin miuking the history 
of this nation and who’ richly deserve te he 
remembered for what they were or what they did. 

“The mark.of our contact with+the Indian. is 
supen us indelibly ‘and forever.” writes Norman 
iG. Weed in his "Lives of Famous Indian Chiefs." 
He has noto only. impressed himself upon our 
geography, but on. eur character, langeaage and 
literature, Danerdoft, our greatest histerian, is 
not quite right when he says, ‘The memorials of 
their former existence. are found anty in 
niitues of rivers and mountains, These menmurt- 
fs have not only permented our and 
other Viternture, but they are perpetuated -in

Although Sitting Bull of the Sioux is hetter 
known as a Warrior and medicine man than as 
an oFator, on one ocension he made a speech 
to his people in which be voleed a protest 
against oppression and a plea for human rights 
that deserves to he placed beside Patrick 
Henry's immortal “Give me lberty or give me 
death!" It wag before a council of the Sioux 
held on the Powder river that Sitting Bull stood 
before his people and sald: 

“Behold, my friends, the spring 1s come: the 
earth bas gladly recetved. the embraces of the 
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1.—Sitting Bull, the great Indian patriot and 
medicine man of the Sioux, who is the subject 
of one of the important biographies of the year.
